the object of tLis slope being to obtain 
drainage for the infiltoration, which will 
thus be carried back tothe point where 
the slope began, and thence by a con- 
duit to a reservoir xt the shore, 
where it will be pumped out. 
The track of the other half of 
the line, on the British side, will be pre- 
cisely similar tothat of the French. The 
one great difficulty tobe overcome, or 
rather the point to be defined in making 
the tunnel and deciding at once upon its 
practicability and its positiqn, was to dis- 
cover with certainty a suitable and safe 
medium through which to boreit. The 
boring itself was onlya secondary con- 
sideration, for, with the Bruten ma- 
chinery, almost anything in that way can 
pow oe accomplished. With this view, 
the cliifs on both sides have been careful- 
ly examined and compared atthe points 
of disruption, and found to coincide very 
muchas the veins of wood would be 
found to do in a tree out of which a large 
notch had been cut, showing the grain 
at either extremity. These strata have 
been found to consist principally of three 
kinds: Chalk and flint mixed, white 
ehalk and gray chalk. Now both the 
two first-mentioned strata are found li- 
able to be traversed by fissures or cre- 
vices, through which the sea might pour 
in; but the gray chalk is kaown to be 
absolutely impermeable. The first thing 
theretore, was to find a spot where this 
stratum of gray chalk extends from coast 
tocoast in sufficient dimensions to re- 
ceive the proposed tunnel. 


A THICKNESS OF 200 FEET 


above the roof of the tunnel was deemed 
ample to guarantee the work against al] 
dangerous infiltration; and a stratum of 
such proportions was found to exist be- 
tween the two points of the coast ubove 
mentioned. The bottom of the sea there 
is composed of white chalk, and about 
200 feet below is fourd the required gray 
chalk. 

There remained, therefore, only one 
other fact to be investigated and decided 
—but that was of a very important and 
difficult character. Any one who has 
livedin a mining district must have 
heard of what miners call a ‘‘trouble” 
—that is, a eudden break in the 
seam of coal caused by some 
internal commotion, by which the con- 
tinuity of the seam is suddenly cut off, 
and the two edges thrown up or down to 
a considerable distance from each other. 
The same thing might happen in a seam 
of gray chalk; and, if so, would present 
a formidable, if not even an 
insuperable, obstacle to a sife 
passage through it of the proposed 
tunnel. It is mainly, therefore, with a 
view to guard against the risk of falling 
in with such an obstacle that the toil- 
some and minute preliminary investiga- 
tions of last summer have been earviod 
on.
